CHARGE FOR EXCESS WATER IN KOWLOON 


As indicated in the “China Mail’. on July 4 a Bill intituled an 
Ordinance to amend the Waterworks Ordinance, 1903, is to be intro- 
duced into the Legislative Council to-morrow. 

The chief object of the Bill is to facilitate the ‘nba aboli- 
tion of. what is known as the “free allowance” of water, this to be 


effected by regulation. 


The ‘objects and reasons” .are published ix in full for the guidance 


of our readers :— 


OBJECTS AND REASONS: 


.1, The main object of this Or- 
dinance is ta facilitate the tempor- 
ary abolition of what is known as 
the “free allowance" of water. The 
abolition of the ‘free allowance” 
will actually be effected by regula- 
tion, The sole aim of this- propos- 
ed legislation is to check consump- 
tion during the present very serious 
shortage of water. 

2. Section 2 (a) (ii) of the prin- 
cipal Ordinance refers to a quar- 
terly allowance. This is the so- 
called ‘“free-allowance.” Section-2 
of this Ordinance substitutes the 
term “quarterly amount” because 

“aNowance" suggests the present 
“free allowance” and that is to be 
abandoned temporarily. 

3. The principal .Ordinance re- 
fers in various places to the 
“quarter”, In practice this must 
mean the period between. two con- 
secutive meter readings as. provid- 
ed by regulation 7 on page 339 of 
the Regulations of Hong Kong. It 
is obvious that the meters through- 
out the Colony cannot possibly be - 
read on the same day, and the regu- 
lation in question provides that for 
the purpose of calculating. the 
guarterly consumption in any par- 
ticular tenement the difference ! 
between two consecutive readings 
of the meter is to be taken. It also; 
provides that the reading may be 
taken on any day not more than 
ten days before or after the calen- 
der date of the commencement of 
the quarter. Accordingly>. the 
meter reader's quarter for any par- 
ticular tenement may be longer or 
shorter than the calendar quarter, 
but a longer quarter is always 
balanced later on. by a shorter 
quarter because the last reading of 
any one quarter must be taken as 
the first reading of the succeeding 
* quarter. Section 8 of this 
Ordinance inserts in the principal 
Ordinance a section which express- 
ly recognises what.may be called 
the meter reader’s quarter. This 
same point recurs in section 14 (2) 
of this Ordinance. 

Governor’s Authority . 

4. Section 3 of the principal 
Ordinance provides that the Water H 
Authority shall have the adminis- - 
tration of the waterworks subject 
to the general authority of the 
Governor in Council. Section 4 
provides that. the officers appointed 
to carry out the Ordinance shall be 
under - the . coritrol. of the. Water 
Authority subject’ to the general 
authority of the- Governor.» There 
_ Seems to ‘be no-:.good reason for 

making ‘a distinction. in‘ these. two 

sections in the -matter~:of the 
_ ultimate authority. The Governor 
- in Council is. given special powers 
in particular sections’ of-the Ordin- 
ance, . but the. natural controlling 
authority for general purposes. is 
the Governor.’ Accordingly, the op- 
portunity.’ i to’; alter 
“Governor. in“ section.

As from to-night, water from the 
mains will be available constantly 
(that is during the full 24 hours) in 
Kowloon and environs, instead of 
the present 12 hours” supply (from 
‘6 a.m; to 6 p.m.) With the 12 hours’ 
restriction, Kowloon’ consumes 
about 20 million gallons of water 
a week (not counting the quantity 
transported to Hong Kong). But 
there is not that much difference 
between a 12 hours’ supply and a 
24 hours per day supply to double 
the consumption. ‘It is estimated 
that the quantity used per-day, as 
from this evening, in Kowloon, will 


-\be under or just over 30 million 


as the present, it may be.desirable 
to assign particular public foun- 
tains to particular blocks of build- 
ings and to exclude persons from 
outside areas. 
desirable to introduce some system 
of rationing. It is also desirable 
to be able to give powers-to police 
officers and others who may be 
stationed at public fountains. 

7. Sections 7 to 13, both inclu- 
sive, of this Ordinance amends the 
various penalties under the prin- 
cipal Ordinance. Some of the 
penalties in the principal Or- 
appear to he too 
small. Por example, the. maxinium 
penalty fer wilful waste of water, 
much: water may have 
been wasted, is only $25. Again, 
the maximum penalty for negligent- 
ly polluting the waterworks by 
“any foul -lquid gas or other 
noxious or injurious matter” is 
only $100, and even for wilful 
pollution of this nature the 
maximum is the ‘same. In the 
second place, the maximum 
penalties seem to be  un- 
necessarily varied. The amend- 
ing seetions of this Ordinance 
make the maximum penalty in any 
case $250 which is now the 


; standard maximum for summary 


offences. In the two cases where 
a daily penalty is provided in the 
principal Ordinance this Ordinance 
makes the maximum $25 a day. 

8. Section 14 of this Ordinance 
gives power to make the temporary 
abolition of the “free allowance” 
apply to the current quarter, and 
it makes it clear that what is meant 
is the current meter reader's quar- 
ter. 

. Draft Regulations 

The following draft of regula- 
tions proposed to be made when the 
‘intended Waterworks Amendment 
Ordinance, 1929, is passed, is 
published for general information. 

1. Regulation L of the regula- 
tions made by the Goverrior in 
Council ‘under section 23 of the 
Waterworks Ordinance, 1903, and 
appearing on pages 807 to 322 of 
the Regulations of Hong Kong, 
1914-1925, is rescinded and the fol- 
lowing’ regulation is substituted 
therefor:— 


1—(1) Subject to the ‘pe ‘ovisions ‘of 
paragraphs (8) to (7), both inclusive, 
of this regulation, the price of all 
filtered water supplied by meter which 
falls within the quarterly amount re- 
ferred to im sub-paragraph (ii) of 
paragraph {a) of section 2 of the 
Waterworks Ordinance, 1903,: shall be 
seventy-five cents. per. thousand gal- 
lons in the Peak District: and. fifty 
cents per thousand gallons in all other

(2) Subject to the provisions of 
‘paragraphs (3) to (7), both inclusive, 
of this regulation, the price of‘all ex- 
cess consumption in the case of filtered 
water shall be one dollar and seventy- 
five cents per thousand gallons ‘in the 
Peak ‘District and. one dollar™ and 
twenty+ five-cents per thousand gallons 
in‘all other.

The “China Mail” learns au- 

. thoritatively that the whole ques- 
tion of whether there is to be re- 
laxation of restrictions in Hong 

Kong Island is still under con- 

sideration. 

Although no rain fell during the 
24 hours ended at 7 a.m. to-day, the 
reservoirs on both sides of the har- 
bour are still benefiting from the 
six days’ rain which began in the 
latter half of last week and totalled 
approximately 10 inches. 


. .Up to this morning, the Island re- 


ceived an additional seven million 
gallons (i.e. after deducting the 
three million gallons or so used 
each day) and Kowloon “gained” 
six million gallons. 

The total.in storage in Hong. 
Kong is now 385 million gallons, 
plus another 10 million gallons or 
so in the service reservoirs. The 
figure for Kowloon is 220 million 
gallons. 

In a chat with an ecient this 
morning, It was gathered that water 
wonld continue to flow into the re- 
servoirs—as the effect of the last 
rains—not only to-day, but for some 
days -to come, the volume ‘steadily 
decreasing if there is no further 
rain. In fact, some of the streams 


Jeading into the reservoirs might 


run for a considerable time. 

This discussion led, naturally, to 
the question of how much more 
rainfall is needed to. fill the resez- 
voirs. 

- One thing is certain, that another 
10 inches or so of rain spread over 
six days (or, in other words, a re- 
petition of the last rainfall) will 
not fill the reservoirs by any means. 

The most reliable calculation 
placed at the disposal of the “China 
Mail” is that, on to-day’s basis (or 
if the position remained “steady” 
for a few days the intake of the 
reservoirs more or less balancing 
the consumption) another 25 
inches of effective rainfall must 
come before the level of the reser- 
voirs reach overflow. | 

The term “effective” baffles a lay- 
man, or journalist, for description. 
It will depend on whether most of 
the 25 inches falls in one night or 
is spread over’a month. But, tak- 
ing a fair average, 40 inches (total) 
rainfali ought to provide about 25 
inchesg(effective) rainfall. 

It would depend on whether the 
rain came down at night or during 
the day. - About 80 per cent. of rain- 
fail at night can be effective for 


water purposes, whereas only 40° 


per cent. of rain during ‘the ‘day 
might be effective. 

Then again, of course, thé con- 
sumption might vary. On very wet 
days (which naturally. benefit the 
reservoirs) or cool days people: do 
not draw or use as much water as 
on dry, hot days (like. to-day, for 


linstanee.)

H. G. Owen-Smith (of Western 
Province) joins the small and select 
band of South Africans who have 
scored a Test century in England.

H. G. Deane, 
made 120 both at Edgbaston and at 
Lord’s in the 1324 tour; and P. W.

DISEASE—AND? LACK OF 
RAINFALL 


l 


Now that, seemingly, the “scare” 
about infectious disease partly or 
wholly as the resuli- of the watér 
crisis is passing, another search is 
made into the Colony’s history. - 

About 64 years ago, Hong Kong 
gained — not for the first time— 
an unenviabla notoriety through 
exaggerated descriptions of the 
insalubrity of its climate published 
in Home papers in 1866 and 1867, 
and particularly in the ‘Times’ and’ 
in the ‘Army and ‘Navy Gazette.’” 

The Colonial Surgeon (predeces- 
sor of the 
Medical & Sanitary Services), in 
his report for 1869, reported a rise 
in the death rate (which had pre- 
viously been,as low as 2. per cent. 


| among Europeans), which he ascrib- 


ed to the. longer duration: of the 
summer heat, tut declared Hong 
Kong to be remarkably healthy for 
the tropics. 

. Paucity of Rain 

It was pointed. out that in the 
early. part of the summer and up to 
August 3, 1870, there was an 
unusually small vainfell, and an 
unusual increase of fever, accom- 
panied -by.a tendency to relapse 
which caused great prostration and 
in some cases assumed the character 
of typhus. 

Most practitioners attributed the 
cause, however, to earth cutting on 
the hillsides. Dr..J, I. Murray, on 
the other hand, parsisted in tracing, 
the disease to the paucity of the 
rain but he also complained that the 
drains of the town remained what 
they had ever been. (in the absence 
of rain)—the source of disease—and 
urged that they be run out: into 
deep water and frequently flushed. 

As to the characteristics and other 
data, that is a matter for expert medi- 
es] opinion, but there is further in- 
formation on the subject. 


Dr, Ayres’s Axiom 


Dr. Dods, in his report for 1872 
(he was then Colonia! Surgeon), 
formulated. the. theory that fever is 
most prevalent in Hong Kong when 
the rainfall is below average and 
the range of the thermometer is 
small. His successor, Dr. Ayres, 
added in 1873 “the axiom that the 
heavier the rainfall the better is the

health of the community. 

One hundred men of H.M.S. 
“Barossa” were attacked with fever 
in 1872 whilst the ship was in dock 
at Aberdeen. Genuine typhoid fever 
was, however, not noticed in the 
Colony until 1874, ‘adds ‘the his- 
torian, when some cases were 
imported by ships. Dengue fever 
occurred in Hong Kong for the first 
time in September, 1872, imported 
from the North: It was ‘officially 
declared an infectious disease on 
Oct. 4, 1872.. In 1874, many cases 
of phthisis occurred beth among the 
European and Chinese communities. 
But on the . whole there . was no 
extraordinary outbreak of serious 
disease during ‘this perfod: -

History of the Firm 


. Mr. Strellett . said..'that the 

Kwong Ah Company ; was incor- 

porated in December, 1926 and- 

took over the assets of a private 

partnership of which-the accused 

was. the managing partner. © Ac- 

cused subsequently became .a 

director, secretary and treasurer 

the new Company. Subse- 

quently it was made.a public Com- 
pany in’ 1927 and subscriptions. 
were taken from Chinese resident 

in Tahiti, and a local board of 

directors. was created there. 


Since the formation of the Com- 
pany the accused. had been tn sole | 
charge of all the cash receipts. and 
payments of the: Company. The 
business of the Company was that 
of general importers 'and export- 
ers dealing specially in provisions. 


| There was also some banking busi-— 


ness done by the firm, such as Te- 
mitting money to the country. 
The whole of the banking trans- 
actions was also in the aceused’s 
hands. 

The general manager of. the 
Company was Lui Wing-yuk, who 
in 1928 asked the Board at Tahiti 
to relieve him of his post. Tso 
Fat was appointed in Lui’s place 
and he ‘came here in January., 
Before taking over responsibility, 
Tao Fat gaid that he would. like 
to go through the Conipany’s books 
to-see if everything was. in order. 

At the beginning of May it be- 
came evident that accused was un- 
able to effect a balance and on May

PROVISION FOR CAPITAL 
EXPENDITURE 


The ninth annual general meeting 
of Sungei: Tukang Rubber Co., Ltd., 
was held -at.. China-street Ghuat, 
Penang, on’ June 29, Mr. F. H. 
Grumitt presiding. . 

The - chairman said:—You will 
notice a small increase of three acres 
in the total area of the estate which 
now stands ‘at 1,258 acres. These-| 
three acres represent certain unre- 
quired road . reserves within the 
boundaries of ‘the estate, which for- 
merly being in lallang, gave us con- 
stant trouble. Satisfactory arrange- 
ments have been made for taking 
over and cleaning up these reserves 
the area of which you will notice 
has-been added to the figure under 
immature rubber.’ There is no 
change in the mature area which re- 
mains at 816 acres. 3 

The immature area is now 496 
aeres, i.e... three acres more than at 
the. end .of the previous . financial 
year as already explained. ‘The im- 
mature areas all show satisfactory 
growth. On laterite soil the ‘trees 
do not reach maturity. so quickly as 
on lower lying. alluvial ground, but 
I think that there their eventual life 
may be considered to be longer: The 
1924 plantings are already partly in 
bearing and will be taken into our 
mature area during the current 
year. ke s 

During the early part of last fin- 
ancial year we abandoned our pre- 
vious’ policy ‘of clean-weeding the 
mature areas in favour of. allowing 
the growth of, light grasses with a 
view to breaking up and encouraging 
the productivity of the soil. The im- 
mature areas have always been 
Brass weeded since they were plant- 
ed.

The crop last year was 308,273 tb. 
and the estimate for the current year 
is 400,000 lb. We are encouraged in 
making this higher estimate by the 
results of - exneriments whi have 
been carried out tly he way 
of reducing the coolies tapping tasks 
from 375 trees to 200 trees, It is 
found that with the. smaller task the 
teppers are able to give more atten-

The following interesting lecture 
on “The Debilitated Child” was re- 
cently delivered by’ C. Wilfred 
Vining; M.D., F.R.C.P., Professor of 
Children’s Diseases, . Leeds Univer- 
sity, and Physician to the Children’d 
Department, General Infirmary, 
Leeds, and was published in the 
British Médical Journal :— 

We are living at a time when pre- 
vention of disease and the recogni- 
tion of its earliest signs are being 
called for in no uncertain voice, 
and those of us who are specially 
engaged in work amongst children | 
realize only too well the difficulties 
met with in the understanding and 
interpretation of defects in health 
at an-age period when one would 
expect the problem to be in its sim- 
plest form. 

The system in vogue in Britain, 
while it offers 


has the disadvantage that it. leaves 
the decision as to whether the child 
needs medical attention to the 
parent rather than to the expert. 
No doubt the development of the 
school medica! service will do a 
great deal to remedy this, Many 
abnormalities which we, as experts; 
recognize as evidence of health de- 
fect, possibly of a serious nature, 
are looked upon by parents as part 
of the natural development of the 
child. Pains in the legs are grow-

Valvular Disease 

I have met with some twenty 
children with established acquired 
heart disease who had not at any 
time been under medical treatment. 
In none of these children had there 
been a history of chorea or joint 
rheumatism, and in five of them the 
most’ detailed inquiry’ failed to 
elicit from the parent evidence of 
any health disturbance whatsoever. 
Personally I refuse to believe that 
a child can acquire valvular disease 
without there. having been some 
degree of health disturbance dur- 
ipg its development. As one who 
has worked in a large out-patient 
department for some fifteen years, 
during eight. of which’ my patients 
have been children, nothing has im- 
pressed me more than the large 
number of children who are 
brought with health defects which 
are accompanied by no gross phy- 
sical signs, yet whose disabilities 
are more or less serious, frequent- 
ly chronic, and most baffling in 
their refusal to respond to any 


treatment we can offer in hospital 3 


practice. - 

I have. deliberately: chosen - the 
title “The debilitated. child” .in- 
order to allow myself freedom to’ 
discuss the subject from any point 
of view. - I prefer not to-use the 
word “delicate” because this infers 
congenital weakness.

Without for the moment eonimit- 
ting ourselves to an opinion as to 
the production of these symptoms, 
we can at least view them as be- 
longing to three main groups: (1) 
those related to the digestive 
system and intestinal tract, in 
which group we would place ab- 
dorninal pain, constipation, and loss 
of ‘appetite; (2) those suggesting 
the presence of a toxaemia—for 
example, aching limbs, tired feei- 
ings, listlessness, and headaches:

nervous unrest generally. The 
children frequently seem to claasify |* 
themselves in this way, certain 
symptoms being so prominent that 
we label this child as an example 
of chronic intestinal dyspepsia (or, 
as Reginald Miller has designated 
him, the “intestinal child”); an- 
other child, with aching limbs, 
tired feelings, and. want of energy, 
pointing to the presence’ of 
toxaemia, we may label as “toxic 
debility” or the “rheumatic. type”; 
while a third child we may label 
“nervous” because of the | pro- 
minence of the nervous manifesta- 
tions. The symptoms of another 
child. may suggest. the possibility 
-of tubercle, in that wasting, cough, 
catarrhal’ bronchial. tubes, and 
sweating aré prominent in the his- 
tory obtamed from ‘the parent. I 
want, however, to make it quite 
clear that.any such grouping. of 
symptoms and children is_arbitrary, 
and is carried out. ‘merely ° “to call 
attention to certain types which 
present themselves at the clinic. 
Too much. pigeon-holing and -claasi- 
fication -may lead to failure to ap- 
preciate the main underlying dé- 
fects. We find.that nervousness of 
some degree is common to all 
groups, that ‘loss of appetite. is, 
found as frequently i in other groups 
as it is.in the child classified as 
“intestinal,” and that constipation, 
loss of weight, and sweating are 
to be found distributed among all 
types. In order to show this I have 
compared the four subgroups with 
the main group as a whole...

tive diathesis group, which in- 
cludes the old scrofula typé, and 
the neuro-arthritic group. He be- 
lieves that the two types are the 
result’ of. inherited constitutional 
peculiarities which make the child 
react differently ‘to. abnormalities 
of his environment, Cameron re- 
gards catarrhal affections general- 
ly, glandular enlargements, and the 
tendency to rheumatic and tuber- 
culous affections as characteristic 
of the former group, and nervous 
upsets, . cyclical vomiting, -vaso- 
motor disturbances, and lack - of 
energy as characteristic of the 
latter group. My own feeling is 
that the insistence upon-a diathesis 
as an explanation for the way in 
which the child responds to infec- 
tion and environmental stimuli is 
not without. value in’ some eases, 
but I doubt whether it is possible 
in the majority of children to 
make.-any such differentiation. I 
fancy it is better to accept each 
cage on its merits rather than -en- 


deavour to judge it in the: light of | 


a preconceived theory of diathesis,, 
although it. must be confessed that 
Cameron’s “nervous child,” with 
his special Hability to metabolic 
upsets, is very true to life. 


The Nervous Child. 

Though no one explanation ade- 
quately. covers all ‘cases, certain 
facts and probabilities may be ad- 
mitted. Nervousness is of two 
main types.. There is the . un- 
restrained and more positive type, 
in which the nervousness is more 
active-and -inaistent; the children 
of this type are highly strung, 
emotional, restless, and mentally 
alert, though lacking the ability to 
concentrate; they are specially 
prone to habit spasm, so-called 
latent chorea described by Re- 
sinald Miller, tired feelings, aching 
limbs, nocturnal enuresis, bilious 
attacks, and headaches. In the 
second and, in my opinion, more 
eommon type thé child is charac- 
terized by irritability of temper, 
fretfulness, and timidity, I-would, 
however, again emphasize the point 
that there is no clear line of dis- 
tinetion, the majority of. our cases 
presenting nervous symptoms i in all 
kinds of groupings ard in combina- 
tion with other abnormalities in a 
way that makes it hopeless to at- 
tempt classification. There is, how- 
ever, no doubt that’ only in. a 
minority of these children is there 
an inherited nervous instability, 
but while symptoms sich as: habit 
spasm, bed-wetting, and night ter- 


Tors May occur. in children who by |. 


no-stretch of the imagination could 
be called debilitated, it is when the 
child with the inherited instability 
become debilitated. that these ner- 
vous symptoms are acutely develop- 
ed. But ‘taking nervousness gen- 
erally, I would say that the large 
majority of nervous children | ac- 
quire their nervous instability dur- 
‘ing life, and that itis among de- 


bilitated children that the majority | 


of:the nervous cases are to be 
found.

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diet does not contain excess of fat, 
the explanation then being that the 
éhild possesses an inherited _un- 
atable metabolism. and. a nervous 
system which are. easily influenced 
by . environmental and toxaemic 
stimuli. 

My criticism of this explanation 
would be this: While agreeing 
that the immediate tates of 
acidosig can be met by increasing 
the sugar ration,-I would hesitate 
to-believe that the prevention and 
cure .of the debilitated state 
and: its acidosis exists in. the 
free -use of easily |-assimilated 
carbohydrate. In the firat place, 
the majority of these children 
get little but carbohydrates. 
Though their diet may ‘be short Jn 
total calories it is certainly not Te- 
latively short, -in 
calories. A starvation diet may re~ 


‘gult-in acidosis, and the child with 


a lost appetite may get his acidosis 
in this way, but this is merely a 
vicious circle which may be broken 
temporarily by the addition of 
sugar. The préeventfon and cure of 
the underlying condition which. has 
led to the formation of the vicious 
circle is a very different problemi. 
In thé-second place, acidosis is far 


more frequently the result of-a- 


toxaemia than it is a primary con- 
dition, and if we concentrate our 
attention upon the acidosis we may 


qiiss its underlying cause. -I have |_ 


no doubt that Dr. Cameron and Dr. 
Osman would.be the last to insist 
that. carbohydrate is the most im- 
portant constituent .‘of the -child’s 
diet, and any criticism I. have put 
forward is offered rather .to em- 
Phasize the. importance of other 
constituents of the diet, specially of 
the protein, which of late have been 
relegated to a less important posi- 
tion than they deserve. ~

ITALY’S SUBSIDIES 


RECENT RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR INCREASES 


CARGO VESSELS’ IMPORTANCE 


The Italian Government has created, 
a special commission to examine the 
aubventions granted to home shipping 
companies and to recommend, when 
necessary, increases which may be 
deemed advisable in view of the 
foundation of new services or-the im- 
provement of éxisting ones: -As a re- 
sult, the committee has recommended 
that. increased subventions should be 
given to the following companies to 
the amount stated:— 

The Florio Steamship Company, 
from 28,650,000 paper lire to 27,950,- 
000 for’ the present - year, and to 
35,475,000 in 1930, this company hav- 
ing initiated’ two new lines, the 
Palermo-Tripolt and the Genoa-Tunis-

Construction of New Vessels 

The annual report of Signor G. B. 
Becchi,’ president of -the Fascist 
Federation of Cargo Shipowners of the 
Tyrrenian Sea, unanimously. approved 
at the last meeting of the Federation, 
has been published. -In the federation 
are associated 974 owners, with a fieet 
of 1,491 ships of 1,514,236 gross tons 
and 16,800 employees and seamen. 

The report states that Italians do 
not fully recognise the economical im: 
portance ta the nation - of ‘its cargo 
ships, for the successful operation of 
which a considerable diminution in the 
costs of production and of working is 


J or sailing vessels, 


‘necessary. This diminution should be 
brought about by the substitution of 
the present ships by others more 
modern and more efficient, but this 
change should be made gradually, and 
the facilities granted by the new 
Shipping Credit Institute should be 
used carefully. The considerable 
quantity of the older ships, which are, 
however, still in a good condition, are 
nevertheless indispensable to the 
Italian Merchant Marine. It is con- 
“sequently necessary to avoid the in- 
crease of cost of insurance on the 
home and on international markets, 
and all other causes of loss to these 
ships. — - 

If it is- not possible to reduce the 


costs witha rapid modernisation of |. 


ships, the report continues, the way 
to economy lies in the simplification of 
services, the elimination of double 
taxation, at present under the con- 
sideration of the League of Nations, 
and the limitation’ of taxation by the 
Italian Government.. With the re- 
ductiin of coats, is also necessary the 
elimination of all obstacles hindering 
the owners’ initiative. Private owners 
must be in a position to purchase old 
or new ships, steamers, motorships 
big or small, ac- 
eording to their special requirements. 
-This liberty is. necessary for the crea- 
tion of healthy and vital enterprises. 


The. president, on the basis of the | 


statistics of the’ Lloyd’s Register of 
Shipping and of the Bureau. Veritas 
puts forward the suggestion that the 
age of ships is not an essential ele- 
ment in total loss. The losses from 
causes independent. of the age of’ the 
ships are, according to Signor Becchi, 
60.992 pex cent. of the total. _ Con- 
sequently the losses due to the age of 
the ships are limited to 39.008 per cent. 
Accordingly it is suggested that the 
insurance companies have not the 
right to request increased premiums 
for the insurance of old ships.

JAMES ADAMSON OF: THE 
MARINE ENGINEERS 


LONG CAREER 

Mr. James Adamson, M.LMar.E., 
honorary secretary since its founda- 
tion in 1889—forty years ago—of the 
Institute . of Marine Engineers, is 
now in his 80th year: he is as alert, 
vigorous, and enthusiastic-as through- 
out his long period. of honorary ser- 
yiee.. Upon these happy facts hearty 
congratulations have flowed in upon 
Mr. Adamson from friends in shipping 
and engineering cireles at home and 
overseas. A signa] honour also has 
been done him by the Worshipful 
Company of Shipwrights in confer- 
ring. upon him the- Honorary Free- 
dom of the Company, a distinction 
not given to many. This was con- 
ferred at‘a’ méeting of the company 
held on May 15, presided over by 
the Master, the Marquis of Ailsa, 
and the recipient was afterwards en- 
tertained: at dinner. 

- Early Training . 

Some account of Mr. Adamson’s 
training and career and of the found- 
ing and growth of the institute with 
which his name is so inseparably as- 
sociated is opportune at the present 
aime,

SEAMEN’S $ WELFARE 


LABOUR CONFERENCE 
CONVENTIONS 


The -action to be 
British Government Tegarding various 
draft conventions respecting seamen 
‘adopted by the International Labour 
Conference at its ninth session from 
June 7 to 24, 1926, has been announces 
ed-in a White Paver: 

The draft conventions concern sea- 
men’s articles of agreement, repatria- 
tion of seamen, repatriation - of 
masters and apprentices, and” general 
principles for inspection of the con- 
ditions of work of seamen... 

The Government announce their in. 
tention to ratify the convention co: 
cerning seamen’s articles 
ment, taking 
law affords all the protection to Sea- 
men that the convention contem- 
plates. 

The Government 3 are not prepared 
at present to. ratify the. draft con- 
eerning the repatriation. of seamen, 
but will consider this decision as: s00n 
as at least six of the principal. mar- 
itime Powers: 
ratification. The recommendation 
concerning repatriation of - masters 
and-apprentices is in accordance with’ 
existing legislation in Britain, 
except as regards the repatriation of 
masters andthe question of amending 
the Merchant Shipping Act so as: to 
extend its repatriation provisions to 
masters will be considered when a 
suitable opportunity arises. 

The Governnient announce their in- 
tention to accept the, recommendation 
concerning general principles for in- 
spection of the conditions of work of 
seamen, 

Wage Fixing Machinery . _ 

A further White Paper states that 
with respect to the eleventh Inter- 
national Labour Corference from May 
30 to June 16, 1928, the British Goy- 
ernment propose to’ ratify the draft 
convention concerning the création. of 
minimum wage-fixing machinery and 
the recommendation concerning the 
provision, which requires that the in- 
dependent members of the wage- 
fixing body “should, as far as pos- 
sible, be selected in agreement with 
or after ‘consultation with the em- 


- ployers’ and workers’ revresentatives 


on the wage-fixing body.” 

' ‘To’ accevt this provision, it is 
added, would conflict. with the right 
conferred upon the Mirister of Labour 
under the Trade Board Acts to ap- 
boint members of Trade Bosrds at 
his sole discretion, and the proposal 
to inelude these, “words. in the recom- 
Tendation ‘was’ opposed - by - his.

Sir,—It is pleasing to see from) 
“Observer's” letter that someone! 
realises the reason for the trade 
depression here,. and I hope the 
question will be thoroughly threshed 
out. : : : 

Without any 
there is one point I 
and that is the «impossibility of 
checking tael . speculation. If the 
banks refuse to trade in taels all the 
speculator need do is to buy sterling 
in Shanghai for which he pays taels 
and sells sterling here for- which he 
receives dollars, so he has actually 
sold taels. A-similar operation can 
be done in any currency so unless 
the exchange banks all shut shop, 
tael buying and sélling must go on. 

The solution. is very simple, but 
the inerease of the note issue is not 
the remedy. Unless the note issu- 
‘ing banks-will agree to accept silver 
dollars in exchange for notes in the 
‘same way that they, if requested, 
will give silver dollars for notes, the 
Government should -withdraw the 
note issuing facility and issue their 
own notes. The Hong Kong dollar 
must be put on a par with the com- 
peting silver dollar of Shanghai if 
local trade is to be encouraged. 

To enable a plentiful supply of 
silver. dollars here the Government 
showld permit anyone, willing 
enough to take the risk, to import 
silver dollars from the British 
Mint. .

NIGHT WORK IN INA KNITTING | i 
.PACTORY |: 

CHANGE OF ILL-TREATMENT | 
. A Chinese woman, living at To-kwa- 
wan, was yesterday charged before Mr. 
T. 5S. Whyte-Smith, at the Kowlcon 
Magistracy, with ill-treating and fail- 
ing to provide for.a mui tsai, as she 
would do for her own daughter. 

The case for the prosecution was 
conducted by Mr. H. R. Butters, of 
the Secretariat for Chinese Affairs, who 
gaid that on July 4 the girl made ‘a 
complaint to the Police alleging that 
ghe had been ill-treated and refused 
food for a whole day because she had 
broken. dn earthenware bowl. From 
the beginning of the year until July 3, 


Soong Ka Ting Knitting Factory from 
8.30 p.m. until 7 a.m. for a sum of 35 
cents, 

In. addition the girl was aie to do 
domestic work in the house during the 
day. The money which she earned was 
collected each pay day by the daughter 
of her mistress. The girl was only 14 
or 15 years of age, having been sold 
to the defendant at the age of eleven. 

: “What is a Child? 

Mr. Buttere referred to the Indus- 
trial Employment of Children Ordin- 


ance and quoted a section which stated 


that no child could be employed at 
work during the hours from 7 p.m. to 
7 am. It was left however, in the 
Ordinance, for the Magistrate to de- 
cide whether the. person could be call- 
ed a child. The Ordinance mentioned 

“ander the age of 15 years.” — 

The child. was’ examined by ‘Dr. 
Thomas but no ebvious marks of ilk 
treatment could be fourid, nor were 
there signs of ill health. However, he 
did not submit that. there had been 
gross cruelty, but he would submit that 
working 10% hours each night was too 
much for a young girl. Such treat- 
ment was liable to injure her health 
and there was nq sense in waiting until 
the health of the child had. been per- 
manently impaired before broceedings 
were taken. 

His Worship remarked that he 
thought the Ordinance-was sufficient to 
cover the present case. . 

13 Consecutive Nights 

In her. evidence, which corroborated, 
Mr. Butters’ opening Statement, the 
mui tsai said that she- worked 13 
nights at a stretch at the knitting 
factory, and the complainant's daughter 
usually aftended on the 14th day “to 
collect the fortnightly ‘wages. 

After other evidence, the Magistrate 
commented on the weakness of the 
case. He remarked that although long 
working hours for a child would not be 
Dermitted according to Weatern ideas, 
Chinese customs should be considered - 
here, where one usualiy saw numbers 
of children working hard in the streets 
at all sort of hours. 

Mr. Butters replied that this was a 
British Colony, and that Western — 
standards were being gradually intro- 
duced and had been established by the 
Ordinance. 

Suggesting that a member of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce should * 
be called to give evidence ag to Chinese 
custom, His Worship adjourned the 
case until Saturday, =:
